Mr  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  upon  the  health  of 
the  Borough  and  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  I346. 

There  has  not  been  any  great  variation  in  the  birth-rate  or  death- 
rate  as  compared  with  1945,  the  birth-rate  having  increased  from  1 6 . 4  in  1 945  to 
17.9  <n  1946;  and  the  death-rate  from  II. 9  in  1 9 45  to  12.05  'n  1946.  Per¬ 
haps  the  most  pleasing  aspect  of  those  statistics  is  the  steady  decline  rithe  deaths 
of  infants  under  twelve  months  old.  The  number  of  infantile  deaths  in  1 9 46  is  the 
lowest  ever  recorded,  being  only  22  or  32.1  por  1000  live  births  as  compared  with 
58.2  in  1945,  and  G I .5  in  1944.  This  small  number  of  deaths  reflects  very  favour¬ 
ably  on  the  work  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  pre-natal  and  post-natal  care  of 
mothers  and  children  within  the  Borough. 

Work  In  connection  with  the  various  clinics  continued  to  be  ap¬ 
preciated  by  parents  and  expectant  mothers  throughout  the  year,  there  being  a  total 
of  11,703  attendances  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  during  the  year.  The  dis¬ 

tribution  of  cod  liver  oil  and  fruit  juices  was  continued  at  all  the  clinics  and  the 
Food  Executive  Officer  informs  me  that  48797  bottles  of  orange  juice,  8880  bottles 
of  cod  liver  oil  and  2681  packets  of  vitamins  A  and  0  tablets  were  issued  during  the 
yea  r. 


Results  of  medical  inspections  carried  out  atthe  various  schools 
during  the  year  show  that  the  general  health  of  the  school  children  in  the  Borough 
has  been  well  maintained;  only  one  child  (0.07$)  being  found  to  be  malnourished  out 
of  a  total  of  1392  children  examined. 

Apart  from  a  minor  outbreak  of  Measles  in  the  last  two  months  of 
the  year  there  was  no  outbreak  of  infectious  diseases.  The  facilities  offered  for 
immunisation  against  Oiphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  appears  to  become  more  popular 
every  year  and  parents  are  showing  good  co-operation  in  this  respect. 

Once  again  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the 
ladies  who  voluntarily  gave  so  much  of  their  time  in  assisting  the  Health  Visitors 
at  the  Infant  Wolfare  Clinics  during  the  year,  and  without  whose  help  it  would  have 
been  impossible  to  cope  with  the  largo  attendances. 

In  conclusion  I  should  liko  to  tako  this  opportunity  of  express¬ 
ing  my  thanks  to  tho  Hoalth  Committoo  and  tho  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee 
for  their  help  and  consideration;  to  my  colleaguos  of  othor  departments  for  their 
co-operation  and  to  my  staff  for  their  loyal  support.

Tho  proximity  of  this  Borough  to  tho  citios  of  Manchester  and  Salford 
makos  it  singularly  fortunato  in  rogard  to  tho  provision  of  hospital  accommodat¬ 
ion,  in  that  tho  oxcollont  scrvicos  of  Manchostor  and  Salford  arc  availablo  to 
thG  rosidonts  of  Swintcn  and  Pondlobury. 

Arrangements  are  in  existence  whereby  the  Eccles  Corporation  Ambulance 
is  available  for  uso  within  this  district.  The  ambulance  may  be  used  for  the 
following  types  of  cases:- 

1.  Accidents  including  cases  of  serious  illness  In  tho  streets; 

2.  Conveyance  to  and  from  hospital  on  the  certificate  of  a  Medical 
Pract i t i onor. 

Ouring  the  year  2097  journeys  were  made  by  the  ambulance,  and  Table 
IV  gives  particulars  of  those  journoys.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILO  WELFARE 


Thore  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  this  district,  but  tha 
Corporation  has  an  arrangement  with  tho  Lancashire  County  Council  whoro- 
by  tho  majority  of  tho  maternity  cases  in  this  area  are  admitted  to 
Park  Hospital,  Davyhulmo.  Othor  Hospitals  to  which  Borough  patients 
can  bo  admittod  aro  the  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester,  Eccles  and 
Patricroft  Hospital,  and  Hopo  Hospital,  Salford.  Cases  of  Puerperal 
Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  are  admitted  to  Astley  Sanatorium. 

In  the  cases  of  mothers  confined  at  home  who  are  n  need 
of  domestic  assistance,  the  Corporation  provide  a  scheme  whereby  the 
mother  can  have  a  Home  Help  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  There  were  three 
Home  Helps  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  the  number  of 
instances  in  which  a  Home  Help  was  provided  during  the  year  was  25.  Par¬ 
ticulars  of  the  duties  of  a  Home  Help  will  be  found  in  Appendix  I  of 
this  report. 


Arrangements  arc  also  in  existence  whereby  a  medical 
pract i t i oner  can  call  out  tho  Emergency  Maternity  Un i t  of  the  St .  Mary 's 
Hospital  in  the  evont  of  such  assistance  being  required.  This  Unit  was 
called  out  on  two  occasions  during  194-6. 

Tables  V  to  X  give  details  of  the  various  clinics  and 
their  work  during  the  year.  The  Consultant's  Ante-natal  Clinic  held 
at  Beechfield,  Folly  Lane,  was  transferred  to  Victoria  House,  Swinton 
during  the  year,  in  order  that  the  Clinic,  which  serves  the  whole  of 
tho  Borough,  bo  situate  more  centrally. 

Attendances  at  tho  clinics  have  increased  during  the  year, 
tho  total  attendances  at  Welfare  Centros  being  11,703,  as  compared  with 
11,494  during  ] 9 45 •  Work  in  connection  with  tho  supervision  of  illeg¬ 
itimate  children  is  carried  out  by  the  Health  Visitors  in  accordance 
with  the  Lancashire  County  Council  Scheme,  in  which  this  Authority 
participates.  Appendix  2  gives  full  details  of  this  scheme. 


DAY  NURSERIES 


The  West  Dene  and  Walshaw  Meadow  Day  Nurseries  ceased  to 
be  War-time  Nurseries  in  1 9 4 6 ,  and  the  Corporation  decided  to  maintain 
West  Dene,  the  larger  of  the  two  Nurseries,  as  a  Day  Nursery  and  discon¬ 
tinue  the  use  of  Walshaw  Meadow. 

Table  XI  gives  particulars  of  attendances  at  West  Oene 
Day  Nursery  during  the  year  I946 

A  fee  of  1/6  per  day  per  child  is  charged  for  admission 
to  the  Nursery  and  this  covers  the  provision  of  meals  and  medical  sup¬ 
ervision.

sanitary  circumstances 


Very  little  material  change  has  occured  in  the  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  area  during  the  past  few  years,  and  I346  was  no 
exception  to  this  order. 

The  water  supply  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  is  received 
from  the  Manchester  Corporation  Waterworks  and  that  for  Clifton  from 
the  Bolton  Corporation.  Both  supplies  are  kept  under  constant  super¬ 
vision  and  are  generally  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

A  classified  statement  of  the  work  of  the  Sanitary  In¬ 
spectors  is  givon  in  Table  XIV,  XV,  and  XVIII,  from  which  it  will  be 
soon  that  IO78  dwelling  houses  wore  inspectod  undor  tho  Public  Health 
or  Housing  Acts  during  the  year,  22(>]  visits  boing  paid  for  this  pur¬ 
pose.  81b  complaints  wore  i nvost i gatod,  resulting  in  J\2  notices  be¬ 
ing  served  requiring  various  works  to  be  carried  out.  -20  houses  in 
respect  of  which  notices  had  been  served  by  the  department  were  render¬ 
ed  fit  for  habitation  during  the  year. 


HOUSING 


75  dwelling  houses  were  erected  during  l^1^,  of  which 
35  were  prefabricated  dwellings  erected  in  the  Moorside  Ward.  Five 
dwelling  houses  wore  rendered  incapable  of  boing  habitated  and/or  de¬ 
molished  during  the  year.  Details  of  the  position  with  regard  to 
Housing  are  given  in  Tables  XII,  XIIA,  and  XVII. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLIES 


The  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  and  mi  ksupplies 
within  the  Borough  wore  carried  'out  with  considerable  tho  roughness  dur¬ 
ing  the  year.  All  promises  concerned  with  the  sale  and/or  oroduction 
of  food  were  regularly  inspected,  1773  such  inspections  Deing  carried 
out  in  I546.  Details  of  inspections  aro  provided  in  Table  XV. 

Considerable  co-operation  has  been  obtains:  between  the 
department  and  local  shop-koopers  concerning  tho  sale  of  food  suspect¬ 
ed  to  bo  unfit  for  human  consumption.  Table  XIX  gives  particulars 
of  the  quantities  of  various  foods  condemned  during  tho  ysar.  Regular 
samples  of  food  and  drugs  were  taken  during  1^46  and  of  6o  formal, and 
68  informal  samples  taken,  3  formal  and  4  informal  were  found  to  be 
adulterated.  Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  each  instance. 

The  milk  supply  of  the  Borough  is  subjec:od  to  bacter¬ 
iological  and  biological  tests,  tho  results  of  which  arc  shown  in  Tab¬ 
les  XX,  and  XXI,  and  it  will  be  observed  that  the  milk  supply  is  on 
tho  whole  satisfactory.

Table  XXIII  gives  particulars  of  the  occurrence  of  infectious  dis¬ 
eases  within  the  8orough  during  I946.  Apart  from  a  minor  epidemic  of  Measles 
at  tho  end  of  the  year,  the  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  relatively 

sma 1 1 . 


Immunisation  against  Whooping  Cough  and  Diphtheria  is  gradually 
bocoming  moro  popular  and  parents  in  general  are  shewing  more  signs  of  anxiety  to 
have  their  children  immunised,  A  total  of  624  children  were  immunised  duringthe 
year  and  217  who  had  previously  boon  immunised  received  boosting  doses.  Compar¬ 
ative  figures  for  the  last  five  years  aro  shewn  in  Table  XXII,  Of  tho  30  cases 
of  Diphtheria  notified  during  the  year  13  had  not  been  immunised 

of  tho  school  children  between  the  agos  of  5  and  14  years 
have  now  been  immunised,  whilst  of  children  under  5  years  59*1$  have  been  immunis¬ 
ed,  end  ift  tUw  case  of  the  remainder,  the  disease  was  only  of  a  mild  character. 

Particulars  of  Tuberculosis  notifications  and  deaths  during  1^46 
are  shewn  in  Tables  XXIV  and  XXV.  Tho  work  in  connection  with  the  care  and  after 
caro  of  tuberculous  patients  is  carriod  out  by  tho  Lancashire  County  Council.

To  His  Worship  The  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury. 


Mr  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  wish  to  present  my  report  on  the  Cleansing  work  in  the  Borough 
during  the  year  1946. 

All  refuse  has  been  disposed  of  by  ('Controlled  Tipping",  the  Nel¬ 
son  Fold  Site  being  used  throughout  the  year.  It  had  been  hoped  that  the  time 

between  each  emptying  of  ashbins  could  be  reduced  during  the  year  but  owing  to  fre¬ 
quent  changes  in  the  personnel  engaged  on  cleansing  work,  and  other  unavoidable  cir¬ 
cumstances,  this  became  impossible.  It  also  became  apparent  during  the  year  that 
the  Pagefield  System  of  House  Refuse  Collecticn  would  have  to  be  replaced.  Steps 
have  been  taken  to  give  effect  to  this  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  and  orders 
have  been  placed  for  four  new  vehicles. 

Kitchen  Wasto  Collecticn.  The  contents  from  the  spoclal  bins 
are  removed  twice  weekly  and  taken  to  Bolton  Corporation,  Cleansing  Department. Since 
the  cessation  of  hostilities  and  more  especially  since  the  street  shelters  have  been 
demolished,  I  am  constantly  receiviij  requests  for  these  bins  to  bo  removed, with  the 
result  that  it  is  becoming  very  difficult  to  find  suitable  places.  The  occupiers  say 
they  aro  tired  of  seeing  theso  bins  opposite  the i r  w indews ,  and  in  addition,  thoy 
contond  that  the  neighbours  are  none  too  careful  in  placing  the  waste  foods  in  the 
bins,  consequently  the  footpath  near  the  bin  bocomos  littered  with  all  kinds  of  sera p 
foods,  harbouring  dogs  and  cats.  The  children  too  are  constantly  lifting  the  lids 
off  and  dropping  them  on  tho  footpath  thereby  disturbing  the  nearby  occupiers.  Quito 
a  number  of  the  bins  have  boon  either  damaged  or  taken.  Communal  bins  are  not  the 
ideal  method  for  peace-time  purposes. 

During  tho  year  228  tons  17  cwts.  of  wasto  food  wore  colloctod 
and  a  sum  of  £369.0. 3d.  was  received  in  respect  thereof. 

Salvage.  The  amount  of  salvago  collected  during  tho  year  is 
shown  in  Tablo  XXVIII.  Tho  revenue  from  this  source  yielded  £2215.  0.  Od. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Mombors  of  tho 
Hoalth  Committee  and  all  the  men  of  the  outdoor  staff  engaged  on  Cleansing  work  for 
their  assistance  during  the  year.

ROOENT  CONTROL 


During  the  year  the  Corporation  adopted  the  provisions  of 
Circular  N.S.I2  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  a  complete  systematic  search 
of  the  Borough  was  undertaken  by  the  Health  Department.  Finally  four 
Rodent  Operatives  were  engaged  to  carry  out  house-to-house  inspections 
«nd  for  the  treating  of  Infestations  in  blocks  of  property.  Up  to  the 
end  of  I546  over  10,000  premises  had  been  visited  and  the  following  work 
carried  out:

It  was  again  not  ice&bl  a t hat  in  the  case  of  domestic  prem¬ 
ises,  the  proximity  of  poultry  appeared  materially  to  affect  the  incid¬ 
ence  of  rats.  In  view  of  the  Ministry's  own  Order  relaxing  restrictions 
upon  the  keeping  of  poultry,  it  is  difficult  to  decide  to  what  extont 
control  may  be  reasonably  applied  by  the  Corporation  oxcept  in  real  ox- 
tremo  cases. 
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THE  HEALTH  of  the  SCHOOL  CHILD 


The  results  of  School  Medical  Inspections  carried 
out  throughout  the  year  shew  that  the  general  health  of  School  Child- 
red  has  been  well  maintained.  Of  a  total  of  I, 392  children  examined 
during  the  year  only  one  (0.07$)  was  found  to  be  malnourished,  76 
(5*46$)  had  nutrition  slightly  below  normal;  972  (69.83$)  were  nor¬ 
mal;  whilst  343  (24.64 f>)  of  the  children  were  excellently  nourished. 


The  facilities  offered  for  the  treatment  of  school 
children  have  been  well  made  use  of  and  the  attendances  of  the  child¬ 
ren  at  clinics  has  been  high, 


The  facilities  for  mid-day  meals  in  the  schools 
appears  to  be  considerably  appreciated  and  62$  of  the  children  at¬ 
tending  schools  partake  of  these  meals.

ings  of  School  Medical  Inspections  together  with  a  resume  of  the  work 
carried  out  in  the  School  Clinic  are  given  in  Tables  XXIX  to  X  XX i  I .

MATERNITY  and  CHILD  WELFARE 


OOMESTIC  AND  HOME  HELPS  -  CONDITIONS  OF  SERVICE 


(1)  When  the  Council  has  agreed  to  provide  the  services  of  a  Domestic  or  Home 
Help,  written  instructions  will  be  issued  to  the  person  engaged,  stating  the  name  and 
address  of  the  household  to  which  she  has  been  assigned.  No  payment  will  be  made  to 
any  Domestic  or  Home  Help  who  commences  work  without  such  written  instructions. 

(2)  Domestic  and  Home  Helps  are  specially  warned  that  they  must  not, under  any 
circumstances,  gossip  about  the  affairs  of  the  families  to  which  they  have  been  sent. 

(3)  A  normal  working  week  will  not  exceed  42  hours.  The  hours  of  service 
should  be  arranged  between  8  a.m.  and  5  P«m.  (Mondays  to  Fridays),  and  8  a.m.  to  I  p.m. 
on  Saturdays. 


In  exceptional  cases  a  '•Help”  may  work  on  Sunday.  After  a  normal  confinement, 
the  Home  Help  should  attend  for  a  period  of  ten  days.  In  the  case  of  sickness,  the 
period  of  employment  of  the  Domestic  Help  will  depend  on  the  circumstances  of  the  case. 


(4)  The  "Help"  must  carry  out  any  of  the  foil  owing  duties  which  may  be  requ ired  - 

(a)  Keep  the  home  clean  and  tidy  (reasonable  facilities  and 
materials  must  be  provided.) 

(b)  Cook  and  prepare  meals  for  the  family  (reasonable  fac¬ 
ilities  and  materials  must  be  provided.) 

(c)  Caro  for  any  children  there  may  be,  and  see  that  those 
attending  school  do  so  punctually  and  are  clean  and 
tidy. 


(d)  Do  the  washing,  except  arrears,  including  linen  soiled 
during  the  confinement  (reasonable  facilities  and  mat¬ 
erials  must  be  provided.) 

(0)  Undertake  marketing  and  mending  for  the  family  if  asked 
to  do  so, 

(5)  She  must  recognise  that  she  is  not  a  nurse.  She  must  in  no  way  inter¬ 
fere  with  the  instructions  of  the  doctor  or  nurse,  and  she  must  not  undertake  any  dut¬ 
ies  of  a  nursing  character. 


(6)  She  must  supply  and'cook  her  own  food  and  be  allowed  half  an  hour  in 
which  to  sit  down  and  have  a  meal  if  she  is  staying  all  day.  She  must  not  consume  al- 
coho  I  while  on  duty. 

(7)  The  "Help"  must  be  clean  and  tidy  in  appearance,  and  wear  an  overall 
while  on  duty. 


(8)  She  must  not  accept  money  or  presents  from  the  patients  or  householders, 
except  the  payments  assessed  by  this  Office. 

(3)  If  a  case  of  infectious  disease  occurs  in  her  own  home  she  must  stop  work 
and  notify  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at  once. 

(lO)  If  a  "Help"  feels  unfit  for  work  on  any  day  she  must  notify  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  once. 

(||)  If  a  case  of  illness  occurs  at  the  residence  of  the  Domestic  or  Home 
Help  or  in  the  household  where  she  is  employed  or  if  the  applicant  is  sent  to  Hospital, 
the  "Help"  must  report  the  matter  at  once  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

WAGES  OF  "HELPS".  Payment  will  be  made  at  the  rate  of  l/£>d.  per  hour. 
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APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE  SERVICES  OF  OOMESTIC  OR  HOME  HELPS.  -  Those  will  bo  mads  to  tho 
Modical  Officer  of  Health.  When  an  application  is  approvod,  tho  I'Help"  will  be  given 
tho  nocessary  instructions.

COUNTY  COUNCIL  FOR  THE  ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNTY  OF 
THE  COUNTY  PALATINE  OF  LANCASTER. 


SCHEME  for  tho  Caro  of  Illegitimate  Children  made  In  pursuance  of  cir¬ 
cular  2866  of  the  Minister  of  Health  and  submitted  for  his  ap¬ 
proval  undor  section  204  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  I936. 


(1)  Tho  County  Council  as  a  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  and  certain 
County  Districts  who  are  autonomous  for  maternity  and  child  wolfare  purposes  who  ox- 
pross  a  willingnoss  to  do  so,  will  combino  to  operato  a  joint  scheme. 

(2)  Where  there  are  no  special  circumstances  each  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Authority  will  employ  its  own  Health  Visitors  to  supervise  the  care  of  illegitimate 
children  in  its  area.  Where  the  circumstances  are  such  that  a  Health  Visitor  is  un¬ 
able  to  undertake  the  required  supervision  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority 
will  report  the  facts  to  the  Almoner  appointed  by  the  County  Council  who  will  then  take 
all  necossary  steps  for  the  welfare  of  mother  and  child. 

(3)  The  County  Council  will  appoint  a  qualified  Almoner,  part  of  whose  duties 

it  will  bo  to  deal  with  cases  of  special  difficulty  reported  to  her  by  the  Maternity  4 
Child  Wolfare  Authorities.  Her  duties  will  include  those  set  out  in  the  Ministry  of 

Hoalth  Circular  No. 2866  and  in  carrying  out  these  dutios  sho  will  work  in  association 
with  tho  Modical  Officer  of  Hoalth  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Authority  concern¬ 
ed. 


(4)  Tho  salary  and  expenses  of  the  Almoner  appointed  to  deal  with  cases  of 
difficulty  will  boappertioned  between  the  Maternity  and  Child  Wolfare  Authorities  on  the 
basis  of  tho  number  of  cases  dealt  with  by  her. 


(5)  The  facilities  provided  by  the  Moral  Welfare  Associations  will  be  used  to 
the  extent  necossary  and  tho  following  are  the  rates  of  payment:-

These  payments  will  also  bo  made  if  a  Moral  Welfare  Society  makes  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  reception  of  mother  and/or  child  into  one  of  their  Homes  outside  the  County 
Area. 


Any  amount  received  by  the  Moral  Welfare  Society  from  the  mother  or  rel¬ 
ative  will  be  deducted  from  these  payments,  the  assessment  of  ability  to  contribute, 
which  does  not  depend  solely  on  financial  circumstances,  to  be  made  by  the  Society, 


II.  Charges  in  respect  of  confinement. 

Confinements  may  be  divided  into  two  catogories:- 


(a)  Those  occurring  in  a  Home  provided  by  a  Moral  Welfare  Society.  In  these 
cases,  Welfare  Authorities  will  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  a  fee.  The  Local  Supervising 
Authority,  undor  the  Midwives*  Acts  will  be  responsible  for  tho  payment  of  any  claim 
resulting  from  the  issue  of  a  medical  aid  form. 


(b) 


Those  occurring  in  Hospitals  or  Matornity  Homess  In  these  cases  the 

Hospital  charges  'will  be  met  by  tho  Welfare  Authority  concerned.
